The simple question is, whether the Govern- 
ment shall continue the present policy of stand- 
ing guard over the citizens' rights and compel 
the railways to do justice by shij)pers and com- 
ni unities, or whether it shall purchase all the 
railways and try to operate them, adding 1 ,r)00,- 
000 railway employes to the GoTernraent pay- 
roll and give op])ortuDity for all kinds of graft 
by men without conscience who get into posi- 
tions where they can rob the public for their 
own pri vate gain. The Democratic party stands 
for this ]iolicy hecaase it stands for Mr. Bstan, 
and he is preaching it all over the land. A 
Rcpablican Congress this fall means a continu- 
ance of OoTemment regulation. A Democratic 
Congress means a policy of Government Own* 
ership, or the threat of it, which is equally 
dangerous.

Aftar rtading and adopting minntsa tba 

Treasurer made bis semi-annual report which 
showed a balance of about $90. 
This Trsasnry reeeived contribntions for the 

training of younn men for tbe ministry. Tbe 
wealthy do n^t usually supply the hoys who 
enter tbe miniittry and the poorer classes often 
lack tha loads raqairad for a thorongh odaca- 
tii>n .\t present this Confersnea snpports 
three students, besides three or four who are 
supported by individaal members or congre- 
ifations.
